RANK WIT H EAST S WONDERS 


Famo us Temples at Mandalay , In Up­ 
per Burma, a Spectacle That Few 
To urist® Care to Miss. 


Of the mnny strange bu ildings and 
tem ples in the fa r East, say s a w riter 
in Wide W orld Magazine, there are 
none m ore wonderfu l than the 450 
Temples of the Law at Mandalay , in 
Upper Bu rm a, k nown as the Ru thol- 
daw, or “Roy al Merit.” 
The grou p 
consists of a large central pagoda su r­ 
rou nded by hu ndreds of sm aller white 
temples, or shrines. They w ere erect­ 
ed by Ainshay -mln, who ascended the 
throne on the denth of his brother in 
1807. The la tte r was cru elly mu rdered 
by his two nephews, and it appears 
that this very mu ch affected the new 
k ing. Not only did he devote his ener­ 
gies to peace, bu t erected this strange 
grou p of temples, each one of which 
contains a slab on which is engraved 
a portion of the Bu ddhist hible. These 
hoiy tablets are made of soft marble 
or alabaster,& each slab being abou t 
the size of a large old-fashioned tomb­ 
stone. 
On both sides are engraved 
chapters from the Bu ddhist scriptu res. 
Over every slab is erected a canopy 
su rm ou nted by a gilded fram ework of 
metal w ith small tink ling bells. 
The 
tem ples are situ ated In a beau tifu l 
wooded volley , and seen from the su r- 
rou nding hills they present a fascina­ 
ting pictu re.

it wo uld no lo nger menace Germany ’s 
wo rld su premacy . 
Such a to u rist was Pro f. Albio n 
W. Small, head o f the department o f 
so cio lo gy o f the Univ ersity o f Chi­ 
cago . 
Pro fesso r Small knew Germany 
as well as an American c o 
r ’d . He 
was edu cated in a German u niv ersity . 
He married a German wo man; he 
lo v ed the German po ets and the Go r­ 
man philo so phy ; he had spent y ears 
amo ng the German peo ple. 
Yet he be­ 
came co nv inced, after a time, that 
Germany was actu ally planning a blo w 
at the United States. 
He ex po sed the 
plan In 19 03—fiv e y ears after the Span- 
lsh-Amerlcan war, y et he was giv en lit­ 
tle credence in this co u ntry . 
Tells o f His Ex periences. 
Pro fesso r Small tells o f his ex peri­ 
ences and co nclu sio ns in a pamphlet 
entitled: “Americans and the Wo rld- 
Crisls,” Issued as No . 2 in the series 
o f Univ ersity o f Chicago War Papers, 
as fo llo ws: 
“In the su mmer o f 19 03 I was In 
Germany o n bu siness which gav e me 
the o ccasio n to sample the o pinio ns 
abo u t o u r co u ntry o f mo re different 
classes o f Germans than I had ev er in­ 
terv iewed befo re. The itinerary sched­ 
uled sto ps at Co lo gne, Lucerne, Vienna, 
Bu dapest, Munich, Dresden, Berlin, 
and thence an ex cu rsio n into Ru ssia. 
At each o f these po ints, and in the In­ 
termediate trav el, I bad o ppo rtu nities 
to talk with many men o f pro minence 
and with as many mo re who m I co uld 
classify us merely o rdinary specimens 
o f their v ario u s ty pes. 
“I so o n became aware that, qu ite 
aside fro m the direct pu rpo se o f my 
trip, 
I 
was gathering fro m 
these 
so u rces n co llectio n o f significant and 
cu mu lativ e ev idence. 
Ov er and o v er 
again Germans o f different so cial po si­ 
tio ns, liv ing in as many different parts 
o f Germany and neighbo ring co u ntries, 
v o lu nteered the same o pinio n in almo st 
the same wo rds: 
‘“ Yo u Yankees are all right, hu t it 
Is o nly a qu estio n o f time when we 
Germans will hav e to tight y o u, no t 
with trade regu latio ns, hu t with can­ 
no n.’ 
And my qu estio n ‘Why ?’ Inv ari­ 


ably bro u ght the stbreo ty ped answer: 
'Becau se y o u are try ing to get so me 
o f the wo rld’s fo reign co mmerce.’ ” 
Pro fesso r Small’s o bserv atio ns recall 
an actu al plan fo r the inv asio n o f 
the United States by u German fo rce, 
pu blished in 19 01 by the German 
War co llege itself. 
This plan, which 
was co ntained in a repo rt entitled 
“Operatio ns Uebo r See” (“Operatio ns 
Bey o nd the Sea”), by Baro n v o n Ed- 
elshcim o f the German general staff, 
to ld ho w the Germans 
might cir­ 
cu mv ent, o r destro y the Unitec States 
nav y , make a landing o n the Atlantic 
co ast, seize and rav age the larger cit­ 
ies, and ex act a heav y ranso m o r In­ 
demnity . 
Actually Fav o red Inv asio n. 
Baro n 
v o n 
Edelshcim’s 
repo rt, 
pu blished with the o fficial snno tlo n o f 
the War co llege, co ntained the fo llo w­ 
ing significant paragraph, dealing in 
no way with the pro blem at hand, bu t 
ex pressing an o pinio n that an attack 
o n the United States wo u ld and sho u ld 
so me day be m ade: 
“It is principally with this natio n 
(America) that in recent y ears Ger­ 
many has had co nsiderable po litical 
frictio n, the cau ses u nderly ing the; 
same hav ing, as a rule, been o f a co m­ 
mercial natu re, and the smo o thing o v er 
o f which was u nifo rmly du e to Ger- 
many ’s fo rbearance in the premises. 
Unqu estio nably the time will co me 
when there mu st be a limit to till su ch 
fo rbearance o n o u r part in matters o f , 
this kind, in which case we shall find j 
o u rselv es co nfro nted with the quo s- i 
tio n as to what means o f fo rce we find j 
at o u r immediate dispo sal to co mbat i 
the 
encro achments 
by 
the 
United | 
states against o u r interests, and in j 
this case, if necessary , hack u p sue- j 
co ssfully o u r demands with fo rce o f 
arms.” 
German plans fo r co nqu est In Eu ­ 
ro pe are no w well kno wn. Mo st Amer­ 
icans no w realize that Germany fo rced 
the war that she might ex tend her do ­ 
minio ns fro m the Baltic to the Persian 
gulf, and fro m the English channel to 
the Black sea. 
Germany knew that 
su ch a war o f co nqu est wo uld be co st­ 
ly . 
She knew that rav aged territo ries 
wo u ld no t be immediately able to pay 
the co st o f it. 
She knew that defeat­ 
ed enemies, despo iled o f their cho icest 
po ssessio ns, and with their man po wer 
dead o r crippled, wo uld nev er he able 
to meet indemnities o f sufficient size 
to reimbu rse her. 
To Make U. S. Pay . 
So what did Germany do ? 
She 
calmly made plans to fo rce the United 
States to pay a hu ge indemnity to de­ 
fray the co st o f the war. 
She was 
no t then at war with this co u ntry , hu t 
German o fficial newspapers were pri

SPOTS OK L IF E IN DEAD SEA 


Small Fish and Other Liv ing Creatures 
Hav e Been Observ ed in Deso ­ 
late Waters. 


The Dead sea is no t qu ite so deso ­ 
late as was represented by early writ­ 
ers, who pictu red it as u tterly witho u t 
life, with sterile sho res, and so pesti­ 
lential that ev en birds fly ing o v er wi re 
liable to fall dead. Tho u gh 46 miles 
in length ard m o re than 9 miles in 
greatest breadth, it is especially no t­ 
able as being the greatest depressio n 
o n the earth, its su rface being 1,300 
feet lo wer than that o f the Mediter­ 
ranean. The rainfall Is slight, bu t the 
great v o lu me o f water po u red In by 
the Jo rdan raises the su rface 10 o r 
15 feet at times, tho u gh, with no o u t­ 
let, this inflo w is all ev apo rated in the 
dry seaso n. The water has beco me 
v ery dense and bitter, while flo ating 
masses o f bitu men ejected fro m the 
bo tto m and su lphu r depo sited fro m 
springs alo ng the sho re add to the un- 
nttractiv eness. It is tru e that neither 
animal no r v egetable life is to he 
fo u nd in the saltest parts o f tho sea, 
bu t Dr. \Y. O. Masto rto n, In an ac­ 
co u nt to the Ro y al Geo graphical so ­ 
ciety , stated that near the sho res, 
where small brackish streams find en­ 
trance, o ccur small flsh, crabs and 
mo squ ito larv ae. 
At a spo t where he 
and o ther trav elers saw flsh activ ely 
swimming, the water was fo u nd to 
co ntain no t less than 33.3 per cent o f 
so lids. There are many places alo ng 
the sho re where acres o f reeds and 
many trees flo urish, and at su ch spo ts 
birds and o ther animal life are abu n­ 
dant.

frequently in 
California, where the titles to many 
hug e gTants still hold since the days

lands, by extending to the sta te the 
priv ileg e of selecting from the p ublic

cents p er acre, he m ust file his ap p li­ 
ca tio n for a section, or such fraction 
thereof as he may desire, or be e n ­ 
titled to p urchase, w ith the surveyor- 
iseneral of the state, who is also ex­ 
officio reg istra r of th e S tate Land 
Office. If there are no school lands 
o pen to r 
p urch ase 
at 
th e 
tim e, 
naturally th e y cannot be p urchased; 
but if, on 
the contrary, the 
state 
o wns 
m any 
sections 
of 
school 
la nds 
which 
h ave 
been 
included 
in restricted areas, the surveyor-gen­ 
era l will select for the ap p licant from 
the p ublic dom ain such 
sta te 
lieu 
lands as the p urchaser m ay desire. 
However, no such selection 
of 
lieu 
lands can be m ade by the surveyor- 
general unless th ere is a corresp ond­ 
ing loss of school lands—as the basis 
for the selection. 
Now, 
this 
basis 
constituted the 
horns of a dilem m a up on which Bob 
McGraw had once found him self im ­ 
p aled in an attem p t to p urchase three 
hundred and tw enty acres of tim bered 
land in the p ublic dom ain—land which 
he knew would, in the course of a few 
years, become very valuable.

Queerest Coin on Earth. 
Have you ever seen a manllla? It is 
a coin used by natives of West Africa 
and is said to be the most curious coin 
in the world. In shap e “mnnillas” re­ 
semble a horseshoe with the two ex­ 
tremities flattened out like a camel’s 
foot. 
Being made of solid cop p er, 
three-eighths of an Inch thick, they 
weigh over eight ounces each.

Horrifying Gargoyles. 
The destroyed cathedral at Reims 
was noted for its gargoyle ornaments 
and the strange use to which they were 
p ut. Uncanny monsters sup p orted p ed­ 
estals for angels and ap ostles. Often 
the beasts wore horrible caricatures of 
the saints they up held. 
Sometimes 
they were monks and nuns. One j>ar- 
ticularly roguish brother had p ursed 
his lip s in the face of an astonished 
angel for centuries. 
A conscientious gargoyle has a duty 
to p erform other than scaring the 
sightseer and looking terribly individ­ 
ual. 
He is a mouthp iece for a rain 
glitter. 
Few gargoyles, however, p er­ 
form their natural duty. They p refer 
to sit on balustrades and chew less 
fortunate members of their sp ecies. 
There are those, however, that are old- 
fashioned and really work. 
For ex­ 
amp le, the ones at Milan. 
Here real 
rain water p ours from their op en jaws. 
But since they are so busy they have 
less time to be fashionably horrible 
and so are not so famous as their 
kindred of Paris and Reims.
